ment investment in fishing. 

Urging reciprocal fishing 
arrangements with other 
countries, if only on a limited 
hssis, would, says the report, 
help Hull in particular. 

Vvith tremendous invest- 
ment in Hull — both in 
capital and people — this 
should not be allowed to 
decline if there are supplies to 
be got In other areas. 
Unemployment Jevels are 
already above the national 
average on Humberside, 
notes tne report. 

As much of Britain’s fiah 
supply as possible should be 
caught and landed by British 
veosels. It is recommended 
that landings by foreign 
vessels and imported cargoes 
of fish should only be allowed 
when it Is necessary to main- 
tain production in processing, 
or if it is part of a reciprocal 
arrangement with another 
country. 


The report also makes the 
point that Hull would be an 
ideal centre for any future 
fisheries agency which might 
be set up by the EEC. It nas 
both the communications 
system and the population to 
support it. 

The Labour-controlled 
Hull City Council defeated a 
move by the opposition for an 
amendment that the report 
should be referred to a special 
committee of the council to 
strengthen and re- formulate 
its proposals. 

• The British Fishing 
Federation called last Fridav 
for an urgent meeting with 
John Silkin, the MAFF 
Minister, because it feels Bri- 
tain is not getting a fair deal 
from the EEC Commissioners 
in Brussels. 

BFF vice-president Fred 
Parkes said that Britain 
appeared to be getting left 
behind as the EEC completed 
third-party deals without 
consulting the British.

MILFORD Haven 
trawlers landed some of 
their biggest catches of 
the year so far last week 
but market prices 
dropped from the ex- 
tremely high levels of 
previous weeks. 

Top ship was Rosevear 
(Skipper Alex Simpson). 
She found good flshmg on 
the Irish Sea grounds 
before returning to port 
with 206 kits, which sold 
for £6,339. 

On the same day 
Jadeatar Gipsy (Skipper 
Jim Brodie) landed 166 
kits to make £5,160. 
Between them the vessels 
landed a total of three of 
haddocks, 80 of cod, 20 of 
whitings, 180 of coley, 10 
of turbot and brill, five of 
plaice and five of soles. 

There was a further 
fall in markets later in the 
week which hit Skipper 
Trevor Salter and the 
crew of Picton Sealion . 
They landed 154 kits: 
which in previous weeks 
could have been expected 
to make at least £5,000, 
but they had to be content 
with a grossing of £4,340. 

It was a similar story 
for Georgina Wilson 
(Skipper Tom Smith). She 
landed 106 kitB making 
£2,706 due mainly to a 
fall in the roker demand. 

Fifty of cod, 35 of 
whitings, 120 of roker, 20 
of turbot and brill, five of 
plaice and five solos wore 
the vessels' main varieties. 


JUST WHEN it seemed 
the winter sprat 
fishery at Grimsby was 
on its laBt legs a 
succession of sharp 
frosts shoaled-up the 
fish and there were 
very heavy landings at 
the port again last 
week. 

Landing, in fact, were so 
heavy that the local meal fac- 
tory was forced to close its 
doors for a week from March 
4, because it was being 
swamped with sprats ana 
mackerel being brought up 
from the south-west for 
reduction to meal on firm 
contracts, in addition to the 
processing of normal fish 
meal offal.

ON E OF THE few fixtures on the mein trading floor of 
the market appears to be an oversized metal filing 
cabinet — rows of galvanised drawers through which 
water constantly trickles. 

For In those drawers, sliding sinously, under, over and 
around each other are the live eels, awaiting their turn In 
the jellying pot. And live they need to be If they ere to fetch 
the top price of £23.80 e draft of 20 pounds. So the water 
must trickle day and night to cool end lubricate their skins 
and provide the essential oxygen for their gills. 

The eels will spend only e day or two In these trays, but 
the time was when Billingsgate's sbIs had their own private 
swimming pools In which they might wait out the last month 
or so before the final chopping. These large tanks, In the 
basements of shops In Lovat Lane, raceived periodic ad- 
ditions to their stocks from foaming aerated tanka mounted 
on road vehicles, as the eels were discharged via flexible 
trunks and a manhole Into the pools below. 

Even the small mortality and tbs Iobs of weight which oc- 
curred in the tanks meant that storage wbb only 
economically possible when there was a good rqBrgln of 
profit. But as this was eroded by the breaking of the Irish 
monopoly and the discovery, by the Irish, of alternative 
markets, one by one they fell Into dlauaB and now all lie In 
the redevelopment area, soon to be transformed into 
trendy boutiques end 'chi-chi' restaurants. 

With the drying up of the Irish supply, merchants such as 
B ram mar and Morck looked elsewhere for their supplies 
and found them in many parts of the world, outside the 
United Kingdom. To import eels from Greece, Algeria and 
Canada, usually meant that 'live' fish were dead on 
arrival and that the trade had to be content with frozen fish 
of inflnately variable quality. Perhaps the beat ware the 
farmed Japanese, each appearing to have been extruded 
from the same plastic mould. 

New Zealand started to supply some of Its local 
migratory aels, very similar In appearance to our own and 
after a few false attempts began to establish a reputation 
for goad frozen fish. It may not have been a long step, but It 
must have needed a certain degree of faith to move to flying 
live eela all the way from New Zealand to London.

SEA ANGLERS are 
preparing their tackle for 
the new bass season. This 
fast, fighting fish deserves 
Its apt nickname "salmon 
of the sea." 

A few years ego bass were 
regarded as southern fish but, 
today, northern anglers also 
creel them. They meke a fine 
challenge, whether you cast 
into the surf from the shore, 
or lay saiga to a big one 
which hes set up hoifie 
around the rooks. 

More large bass would be 
caught by beach anglera if 
they flahad with a one-hook 
flowing trace. Rather than 
use the old style hook braaa 
paternoster, Too much Iron- 
mongery at the business end 
Ib likely to deter a bass. 

There ere many belts for 
base. Ragworm, lugworm, 
soft back crab, sandeela, fish 
strips and various shellfish. 

Always carry a selection of 
baits. What they feed on one 
day may well be refused on 
your next expedition. 

Many large bass are 
caught on "caoktails''. These 
are two of three of the baits 
l'va mentioned put on the

hook together In one big meal. 

So many beach anglers 
overcast when bBBS fishing. 
The best distance Is to oast 
between thB third and fourth 
breaker from a flat sandy 
beach. 

If you choose to fish from a 
deep. Bioping shore, the un- 
dertow tends to taka the 
natural food Into deeper 
water, and your bait pieced 
accordingly. 

When sport is dull there ie 
a dodge which will stimulate 
any baas. This la to thread on 
a red or orange glass bead on 
ths trace, throB inches above 
the hook shank. Kept in posi- 
tion by pinching on split shot. 


The colouring of ths bead 
catches ths Bys of the fish. 
Then Its interest la transferred 
to the hook belt. 

You can also experiment 
with different coloured beads.
